DESCRIBE THE PRESENT # 4D ORIGINAL (I/f known) PHYSICAL APPEARANCE

This long, 2 1/2 story, frame house stands on a hilltop above Route
214, near Collison's Corner. It was built in the 19th century in four
different stages made apparent by the window placement and the breaks
in the exterior siding. The two part roof runs east-west and the north
elevation is the front of the house. The two sections at the east end
of the house are under a single roof with a gable added to the center of
the north side and with a large exterior chimney at either end. The
windows have large panes (2/2) except for two small attic windows in the
east end wall and a small quatrefoil window in the front gable. There
are two doors on each side of this half of the building. The eastern
most doors lead into the earlier, 2 bay section. The original exterior
siding and attic windows of this section were left in place when the
adjacent part was built. The front gable dates from about the same time
as the later, three-bay section.

The kitchen end of the house (west half) has lower ceilings and is
on lower ground so there is a drop in the roof line. This section is
not as deep as the other. The windows vary in size but all have 6/6 panes.
The kitchen has a large exterior chimney and two shed additions on the
south side. It has a small dirt basement.

There are several outbuildings near the house: a tobacco barn, a
stable, a corn crib, a smoke-house and well-house, a small office, a two-
seated outhouse and a slave quarter. All of these buildings are in various
stages of decay. The land has not been farmed for many years and the house
was unoccupied until recently. The most interesting of the outbutlding
are the smoke house and the slave quarter. They are both built of log
with shingled roofs and board and batten siding. The smoke-house is in
fair condition. Much of the siding is gone and the shingles have begun
to fall off but the logs, with carefully dove tailed corners, are still
sound. The quarter, however, has been engulfed in honeysuckle and is
beginning to rot. This is a small, two room cabin with a loft above.

The logs are chinked with mud and brick, covered with siding on the outside,
white-washed inside. There is a wooden floor and a board partition between
the two rooms. The ceiling is about 6 feet high and the rooms are very
small and dark. There is a hole for a stove flue and a set of crude steps
to the loft at the south end of the larger room. The main door, on the
east side, opens in to the larger room; an other door on the west side

led to a small shed room, which has now rotted away. There are two ting
windows on the north end; one lights the loft, the other lights the smaller
room below.
